4:45 o'clock yesterday afternoon an 
explosion of gas In th > Nelson mine 
ct the Dayton Coal cad Iron company 
at Dayton, Tenn , ignited the dry coal 
dust in the mine an i caused a terrific 
explosion. 
Twenty-m^n are known to 
be dead. 
Ten bollies have Dee n re­ 
covered. 
Twelve bodies are still in 
the mine. Two men are fatally, while 
seven* are seriously injured. 
Rescuing parties are at wcrk, but 
at a late bour last night struck a 
heavy fall of slate that will delay them 
for a day or two. 
Gas exists in the Nelson mine and 
the rn* □ are required to use safety 
lamps. 
It is the rule af the company 
for the miners to place their fuses 
ready to be lighted for blasts Just 
before quitting work each day. and 
there are workmen known as "fire­ 
men" who go through the mine after 
ail the miners are out and set off these 
blasts 
The miners quit work at 4:30 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
It takes 
them about 45 minutes to get out of 
the mine. The two "firemen” who are 
supposed to hare caused the explosion 
shot the blasts about 4:45 o’clock, 
before all the miners could get out of 
the mine. 
It is supposed that one of the fuses 
was defective and resulted in what is 
known as "blown blast." 
The flame 
shooting out from the blast ignited 
the gas which in turn ignited the ac­ 
cumulation of dry coal dust in the 
mine. 
The explosion that followed 
was horrible in Its intensity. 
It shot 
out of the mouth of the mine and 
completely wrecked the shed at the 
mine entrance. Three men were killed 
while standing outside the mine and 
two serionaiy and one fatally injured. 
This mine has been the scene of 
two serious explosions in the past. In 
1889 four men were killed and eight 
seriously injured by an explosion of 
gas 
Dec. 20. 1895. an explosion of 
mine dust occurred in which 28 lives 
were lost 
This was caused by a 
miner carrying an open lamp con­ 
trary to regulations 
In May. 1901, 
an explosion of a similar nature oc­ 
curred in the Shaliiday mine, operated 
by the same company, in which JI 
lives were lost. 
The force of the explosion in the 
Nelson mine yesterday was terrible. 
Bodies were literally 
mangled and 
torn to pieces. 
The company states 
that there were but "5 men a: work 
in the mine. 
Most of them were out 
of the mine when the explosion oc­ 
curred.

Chicago, April I.—"It is the purpose 
of the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion to employ every means within its 
power to secure an absolute observ­ 
ance of the provisions of the inter­ 
state commerce act. The commission 
la not going to cease work because 
injunction suits have been begun with 
the same end in view.” 
This announcers nt was made by 
Commissioner Charles A. Prouty pre­ 
liminary to the investigation which is 
being conducted here beginning to­ 
day. 
Asked what the commission ex­ 
pected to discover and what would 
likely be the outcome, provided evi­ 
dence of late infractions of the law 
developed, Mr. Prouty said: 
“We must first ascertain what 
3 
and has been done and then deter­ 
mine what action is advisable under 
the circumstances, as they may de­ 
velop. 
The fact that the department 
of justice is proceeding by another 
means would not prevent our taking 
the initiative in instituting criminal 
proceedings should the facts disclosed 
by the evidence warrant such action. 
“Upon former investigations rail­ 
road officials have told us that secret 
practices have been abandoned and 
the law observed. 
Despite this* fact 
one railroad had on file with the com­ 
mission for some time a tariff of 12 
cents cm packing house products from 
the Missouri river to the seaboard, 
and it was not met openly by any 
other road. 
Now, we would Uke to 
learn how it was the other lines man­ 
aged to get business upon a tariff of 
48 cents when the road in question 
was carrying it for 42 cents.’’ 
Commissioner Prouty said another 
purpose of the hearing was to take 
steps to compel the railroads to pub­ 
lish their export rates. This is a radi­ 
cal departure, although some of the 
roads in times past filed export rates 
on grain and grain products. 
In gen­ 
eral, however, railroad officials and 
attorneys claim that the law cannot 
compel them to publish export tariffs, 
and a battle is to be made on this 
point. The reason far the fight is that 
the railroads have been making higher 
domestic rates 
upon 
packfng-house 
products and grain and then cutting 
the rate by taking care of everything 
as export shipments. 
Asked if the 
commission purposed trying to probe 
any of the alleged Eastern pools, the 
commissioner said that so far as he 
knew there were no pools. 
Concurrent with the commission’s 
investigation is a notice by all Eastern 
lines, effective April 14, rates will be 
raised on grain and grain produces 
and upon packing house products both 
for export and odmestic purposes and 
both by all rail and part lake, part rail, 
routes. 
The new rates are from 2 to 
4 cents higher per IOO pounds than 
the present rates and they will estab­ 
lish a differential on grain and grain 
products of 2 cents in favor of the 
lakes, as against 3 cents as at present 
existing.

A bill has been pre­ 
pared appropriating $50,000 for the 
monument, and it will be introduced 
in both houses of congress in a short 
time.

Auburn. Cal., April I.—A corps of 
Southern Pacific surveyors and engi­ 
neers bas just completed the survey 
for the new tunnel through the Sier­ 
ras, which will be one of the longest 
in the world.

A part from Its extrem ely coarse 
an d brittle unttire, the most striking 
peculiarity of the outer hair of the 
sloth is its more or less decidedly green 
tinge. 
Now, green Ir a very rare color 
am ong 
mam mals, and 
there ought, 
therefore, to be some special reason for 
Its developm ent In tile sloth, and, as a 
m atter of fact, the m eans by which 
this coloration is produced is one of 
the most marvelous phenomena In the 
whole anim al kingdom, so marvelous. 
Indeed, th a t it Is a t first alm ost Impos­ 
sible to believe th a t it is true. 
T he object of this peculiar type of 
coloration is. of course, to assimilate 
th e anim al V Its leafy surroundings 
and thus to refider it as inconspicuous 
as possible, and when hanging in its 
usual position from th e underside of 
a bough its long, coarse and green 
tinged hair Is stated to render th e sloth 
alm ost 
indistinguishable 
from 
the 
bunches of gray green lichens among 
which it dwells. 
In the outer sheath 
of the hairs of the ai there are a num 
ber of transverse cracks, and In these 
cracks grow s a primitive type of plant 
—namely, a one celled alga. 
And for the benefit of nonbotanica! 
readers it m ay be well to mention here 
th a t algae, among which seaw eeds are 
Included, form a group of flowerless 
plants related on the one hand to the 
fungi and on the other to the lichens. 
In the moist tropical forests forming 
th e home of the sloths the algae in the 
cracks of their hairs grow readily aud 
th u s com m unicate to th e entire coat 
th a t general green tint which, as al­ 
ready said, Is reported to render them 
alm ost Indistinguishable from th e clus­ 
ters of lichen among which they hang 
suspended.—Knowledge.
